Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Invention of Embodiment 1 of Figures 1-2, Claims 1-7 and 13, in 
the reply filed on 01/07/10 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)).

5. The information disclosure statement filed 03/15/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent and/or document listed that is not in the English 
language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has 



not been considered. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 5, the recitation of "a modulated photon flux" lacks of antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-7 and 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claims 1-7 and 13 are allowable over the references of record because none 
of these references disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed optoelectronic sensor for 
demodulating a modulated photon flux having at least two collecting zones present in the 
semiconductor region and serving for collecting and tapping off minority carriers generated 
when a modulated photon flux penetrates into the semiconductor region, and at least two control 
zones introduced in the semiconductor region and serving for generating a drift field in a manner 
dependent on a control voltage that can be applied to the control zones, the control zones being 
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of the same doping type as the semiconductor region, in combination with the remaining claim 
limitations of claim 1 . 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Raynor (PN 7,288,801) and Sekiguchi (PN 7,41 1,265) disclose the formation of 
photodiode and/or sensing structure. 

10. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Amend the claim to overcome the above rejection under the 35 USC 1 12, second 

paragraph. 

Cancel non-elected claims 8-12. 
Amend the specification as noted above. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
